On  their 
way  they  hail  to  pass  a short  distance 
up  main  Sugar  Creek  to  the  Mouth  of 
Scott’s  Fork,  in  doing  which  they  were 
fired  upon  by  four  ot  the  Evans  and  Jack- 
son  May,  who  were  concealed  in  ambush. 
Many  shots  were  fired  by  the  Evans  par 
ty.  between  five  and  ten  balls  taking  ef- 
fect upon  Sutherland,  killing  him  instant- 
ly. During  the  affray,  he  received  sev- 
ral  severe  cuts  with  a bowic  knife. — 
ames  Hill,  a boy  some  fifteen  or  sixteen 
years  of  age,  received  one  wound  in  the 
thigh  by  a ball  from  from  the  Evans’;  he 
then  attempted  to  make  his  escape  by 
flight,  but  was  pursued  by  the  four  E- 
is,  who  shot  at  him  several  times.

ic State  conventions  of  the  different  States 
of  the  Union  in  relation  to  the  compro- 
mise measures.  We  publish  to-day  such 
as  wc  can  at  the  moment  refer  to  and  will 
endeavor  to  complete,  if  possible  in  our 
next  isiuu,  the  list  of  States  which  have 
taken  action  on  the  subject. 

The  resolutions  adopted  show  the  de- 
mocracy of  the  country,  with  an  immense 
and  overwhelming  unauimity,  rallying  up- 
on the  policy  which  recognises  the  Com- 
promise as  a settlement  of  the  sectional 
usucs,  and  deprecates  all  further  sectional 
agitation  designed  to  disturb  it  in  any  of 
its  parts.  In  this  sense,  these  resolutions 
form  a solid  and  unshaken  ground  of  prin- 
ciple on  which  to  sustain  those  leading 
members  of  the  democratic  party,  whose 
letters  in  relation  to  the  Compromise 
measures,  including  the  fugitive  law,  are 
given  in  another  part  of  to-day’s  paper. 

NEW  YORK.  ’ 

At  tho.  democratic  State  convention, 
held  at  Syracuse  last  autumn,  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  upon  the  slavery  question, 
reaffirming  those  of  a year  previous,  were 
um*wimou*lv  *<lnp«CA* 

“Resolved,  That  w««  congratulate  the  country 
upon  the  recent  aeteicinent  by  Congress  of 
the  questions  which  have  unhappily  divided  tho 
people  of  these  Staten. 

"Resolved,  further,  That  the  Constitution  of 
Iho  United  States  is  the  only  bond  of  Union  a- 
m mg  us, alike  obligatory  upon  the  several  Slates 
and  the  people  thereof;  and  that  to  preserve 
this  Union  unimpaired  every  requirement  of  the 
con  titution.  and  especially  every  duty  enjoined 
by  it,  must  be  sacredly  observed. 

"ResAvei,  That,  devoted  to  the  principles 
and  form  of  onr confederation,  ever  mindful  ofjt',,l?  ,° 
the  bi  asing*  it  has  secured  to  ourselves  and  to 
mankind,  and  regarding  the  citizens  of  all  sec- 
tions of  our  country  as  members  of  a common 
brotherhood,  we  cherish  the  Union  of  the  Suites 
as  the  ark  of  our  political  covenant;  and  that 
wo  deprecate  all  sectional  agitations  at  the  North 
or  South  calculated  to  impair  its  h acred  obliga- 
tion* or  threaten  its  perpetuity." 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  democracy  of  Pennsylvania,  iu 
their  convention  held  at  Reading  on  the 
4th  of  June,  1851,  adopted  the  following 
resolutions: 

" Resolved,  That  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  of 
the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  passed  on  the 
3d  of  March  1849,  denying,  under  severe  pen- 
ally, the  use  of  our  State  jails  for  the  detention 
of  fugitive  slaves  while  awaiting  their  trial, 
ought  to  be  expunged  from  our  statute  book, 
both  because  it  interposes  obstacles,  by  means 
of  State  legislation,  to  the  execution  of  the  pro- 
vision* of  tnc  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  because  it  is  a virtual  disregard  of  the  prin 
ciples  of  the  Compromise,  and  is  calculated  se 
riotisly  to  endanger  the  existence  of  the  Union 
“Resolved,  That  the  democratic  party  of  Penn- 
sylvania are  true  to  the  Union,  the  constitution, 
and  the  laws,  and  will  faithfully  observe  and 
execute,  so  far  a*  in  them  lies,  all  the  measures 
of  compromise  adopted  by  the  late  Congress 
for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  questions  arising 
out  of  domestic  slavery;  and  this  not  only  from 
a sense  of  duty  as  good  citizens  of  the  repub- 
lic, but  also  from  the  kind  and  fraternal  feel- 
ings which  they  cherish  toward*  their  brethren 
of  the  slaveholdiug  Slates." 

Again:  the  democracy  of  the  old  Key- 
stone, in  their  convention  held  on  the 
4th  of  March,  1852,  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  touching  the  slavery  is- 
sues: 

•‘Retoivtii.  fhat  me  democracy  ot  Fenneyi 
vania  will  maintain  with  fidelity  and  energy  the 
faithful  execution  of  the  fugitive  slave  law;  and 
that  we  pledge  ourselves  to  exert  onr  best  ef- 
forts to  secure  the  speedy  repeal  of  such  por- 
tions of  the  ‘State  obstruction  law’  a*  deny  the 
use  of  our  jails  for  tho  detention  of  fugitives 
from  labor  while  awaiting  their  trial,  or  in  any 
other  manner  interfere  with  the  constitutional 
rights  of  citizens  of  our  sister  Stales  in  reclaim- 
ing their  property. 

*•  Resolved.  That  the  democratic  party  is  the 
true  Union  party  of  the  whole  country,  and  we 
recognise  no  other  We  rejoice  to  witness  that 
the  democrats  in  other  States  who  disapproved 
the  compromise  measures  of  the  last  Congress, 
have,  for  the  sake  of  the  Union,  resolved  to  ac- 
quiesce in  them  as  a final  settlement  of  the  vex- 
ed and  dangerous  questions  arising  out  of  do- 
mestic slavery ; and  tho  democratic  party 
throughout  all  the  States  are  now  reuniting  in 
solid  phalanx  upon  the  principle  that  these 
measures  must  and  shall  he  maintained  and  ex- 
ecuted, and  with  the  firm  determination  that  the 
party  shall  be  restored  to  its  former  ascendency 
and  power  in  the  administration  of  tho  federal 
.government." 

VERMONT.

together  its  various  parts.’ 

"Resolved,  That  tno  late  'adjustment  meas- 
ures of  Congress,  dictated  not  by  the  South  or 
North,  but  passed  in  a spirit  of  patriotic  cences- 
•ion  by  both,  have  now  become  a pledge  of  fi 
delityof  the  several  States  to  each  other,  and 
should  be  observed  by  all  with  the  obedience 
which  is  due  to  the  nation’s  will, and  wiih  that 
good  faith  which  is  requisite  for  the  nation’s 
safety." 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Tl»6  democrats  of  the  Granite  State 
carried  through  both  branches  of  her  leg- 
islature, held  in  June,  1851,  the  following 
joint  resolution:

WISCONSIN. 

The  democracy  of  Wisconsin,  in  their 
State  Convention  recently  held,  adopted 
the  Baltimore  resolution  relating  to  slave- 
ry.
